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MARCH  UWIFORM  PRICE  $3.77 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.77  for  March  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order. 
The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will  be 
adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the 
authorized  hauling  charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 
This  uniform  price  is  down  12  cents  from  the  February  price  but  is  h  cents 
higher  than  the  uniform  price  of  a  year  ago. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Producers  delivered  l6,706,Ul2  pounds  of  milk  to  handlers  in  March  cn  this 
market,  and  of  these  receipts  71,6%  were  allocated  to  Class  I  for  computation 
of  the  uniform  price.  This  is  the  highest  month  for  producer  receipts  that 
this  market  has  recorded  with  the  exception  of  January,  1957,  when  one  extra 
handler  was  on  this  market  for  that  month  only.  Daily  herd  average  production 
was  up  10  pounds  per  herd  over  February  and  76  pounds  per  herd  over  a  year  ago. 
This  is  a  17  percent  increase  per  herd  over  a  year  ago  and  producer  receipts 
in  total  are  2l;.6  percent  over  a  year  ago. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  on  a  daily  basis  increased  6  percent  over  a  year  ago.  Fortified 
skim  milk  continues  to  increase  in  sales  every  month  with  an  increase  over 
February  of  36  percent.  All  other  Class  I  items  seem  to  remain  about  on  a 
daily  basis. 

COTTAGE  CHEESE 


For  the  month  of  April  all  skim  milk  and  butterfat  used  to  produce  cottage 
cheese  will  be  classified  as  Class  II  and  all  items  formerly  classified  as 
Class  II,  except  cottage  cheese,  will  be  classified  as  Class  III  hereafter. 
The  price  of  cottage  cheese  in  April  will  be  $3,621  per  cwt.,  for  3*5%  milk 
which  is  made  up  of  butterfat  at  $31,100  per  cwt.,  and  skim  milk  at  $0,811 
per  cwt.  Estimating  the  amount  of  cottage  cheese  to  be  made  in  April,  this 
cottage  cheese  price  should  increase  the  value  of  the  pool  about  $3,000,  or 
approximately  2  cents  per  cwt.  on  the  blend  price.
